A year 
ag o I furnished the farm with nine­ 
teen lantern« , ntadea« follow« : I took 
eondu« *tor» ’lamps.rcmove« l the lamps 
from the bottom, and in place of the 
oil receptacle inserted a tube of 
the proper height, length, size nnd 
finish for a coach camlle. with a l» ot- 
tom base four and one-half inches in 
diameter and filled with, say three 
pound« of « and. This coach candle 
gives as goo« l a light as ever the 
kerosene did, and burnsatsmt tw» *lve 
hours. This lantern is not easily up­ 
set, nnd if, by accident, it is broken, 
it does not scatter the fire every­ 
where, a« kerosene, or even lard oil, 
would. I lielieve this lantern affords 
a maximum of security from fire in 
our barns with no appreciable in­ 
crease of cost. Their use at the « ta­ 
bles of public fairs would tend to 
quiet the fears of many owners of 
valuable animals there stabled, and 
it is worthy the consideration of the 
managers of such institutions wheth 
er it would not be w ise to prohibit 
the use of any other lanterns and 
especially of kerosene in their stables. 
I have taken out no patent on this 
invention, so all can use it and wel­ 
come.—J ohn Dean Eaton in Farmer’s 
Review.

Salt. 
Salt. Mr. Journal, is the product 
largely of manual labor. Its actual 
cost, therefore, depends Upton the 
price paid for the labor employed in 
its production. I’or years Liverpool. 
England salt manufacturers had 
with their inexhaustible mines and 
their cheap labor, controlled the salt 
trade of this country. 
They enjoyed 
an immense and profitable business, 
and could not afford to lose it. When­ 
ever. therefore, any attempt was made 
to supply our markets with American 
salt, these Liverpool manufacturers 
would put the price of their salt down 
so low that our producers could not, 
with well paid labor, compete with 
them, and the result was that our 
salt was driven out and ear salt works 
closed 
Many attempts were made to 
open up this industry here, but to no 
purpose, until a duty was imposed 
upon the foreign article, and then our 
salt manufacturers were not only able 
to supply oui own demands, but had 
a surplus of salt cm hand But that 
great regulator of prices- competi­ 
tion—had not yet been able to adjust 
the price of salt. 
It was a new revela­ 
tion to th ta euontry to see foreign 
competition thus cut off. and yet the 
price going steadily downward 
We 
had been paying $±50 for Liverpool 
salt. and now our own salt was worth 
only $1.50. Protection and competi­ 
tion bad done it. 
American salt 
works prosper***!. Our manufacturers, 
remembering the treatment which 
th»*y had received at the baa I* of tfiu 
LiverjMgil k^it m^tL, conceived the 
idea of driving them in turn out of 
the Canadian markets, and so open 
up an additional market for American 
salt. 
They shipped large quantities 
of salt tutu Canada and placed it in 
direct competition with English salt. 
It was a struggle between the Ameri­ 
can and the Liverpool producers, and 
although hot. it ended disastrously to 
our manufacturers. 
Wu eouid not 
com pet** with them successfully. Our 
salt 
manufacturers combined, 
in 
other words, to break down and drive 
out Liverpool salt from the Canadian 
market in the hope of getting control 
of that market themselves. 
It was a 
good sch-rne if it had worked. Of 
course our people suffered great loases 
in this unsuccessful competition with 
cheap labor. It was at this time and 
under those circumstances that Ameri­ 
can salt sold in Canada for one dollar 
per barrel less than it sold for st home. 
You would have it to appear, Mr. 
Journal that American salt manu­ 
facturers bad formed a trust to keep 
the price of salt up at home. when in 
fact. as Mr Garfield afterward ascer­ 
tained and admitted, it was a pool 
formed to secure the Canadian salt 
trade, and to accomplish this end 
they were forced into a competition 
which compelled them to sell salt for 
lese than its actual cost. 
They could 
no more comjiete with foreign salt in 
th*1 Canadian market than they could 
in our own market before a duty was 
imposed upon the foreign article. 
We hope. Mr. Journal we have 
cleared this matter up for you because 
it seems to have purpiexed you much 
since you espoused the cause of free 
trade.

To what straits our democratic 
friends ar*1 driven was strikingly il­ 
lustrated at th** opera house Friday 
night.

The laws of Eng­ 
land are so framed that her dependen­ 
cies are compelled largely to trade 
with her, 
What Ireland wants is 
free trade with England if sh0 mu'd 
trade wdh her. Engalnd's policy is 
to keep Ireland down as a rn mufae- 
turing country. 
The interests of 
English landlords would be jeopard­ 
ized if she did not do this. 
Leland 
raises, for instances, as good leaf 
tobacco as England 
But she does 
not manufacture any tuba Oro. 
Why * 
Because her only market being the 
English market and a heavy duty 
being imposed upon manufactured 
tobacco coming from Ireland into 
England, it is simply impossible to 
produce tobacco, pay the duty. and 
sell it in the English market as cheap­ 
ly as the English tobacco is sold. 
S a 
it Is true, that the Irish members of 
Parliament are free trailers in the 
sense that they want this iniquitous 
tariff taken off their products.

Horrible .Incident. 
P ottsville, Pa.. Oct. l l .—A terrible 
accident occured on the Lc*high Val­ 
ley railroad at Mud Run. th** first sta­ 
tion above Penn Haven, at & o’clock 
last night. 
A parade of Catholic 
societies took place at Hazelton yes­ 
terday, and a large excursion was run 
from 
YV likes barre, 
composed 
of 
lodges, bands and sight seers from 
W ilkesbarre. Nanticoke, and other 
points along the line. 
The excursion 
was run in two sections, and upon the 
return trip the rear section ran into 
the forward section at Mud Run with 
disastrous results. On the return the 
first train left Hazelton about 5 p. rn.. 
the others followed as rapidly as 
deemed safe. 
The first three sections 
came through w ithout accident, the 
disaster happening to the fourth and 
fifth sections. 
For some reason not 
explained the fourth 
section was 
.standing on the track near the little 
station of Mud Run. five miles below 
" bite Haven, when the fifth section 
shot around a curve close behind and 
arashed into it. 
The cars were crush­ 
ed and broken, and hurled off the 
track. 
The road lies close beside the 
Lehigh river, a steep embankment GO 
feet high, running down to the water. 
Several of the cars roiled down tins, 
and others wero crushed against the 
cutting on the other side. 
The ac­ 
cident occurred at an out-of-the-way 
place, and this, together with the 
reticence of the 
railroad officials, 
makes it difficult to obtain particulars. 
It is known, however, from dispatches 
received at the dej>ot. that at least 30 
or more are killed, while some esti­ 
mate^ place the loss of life a.- bagh as

S. M. Stockslager, com m issioner of t he gen­ 
eral land offlce, has su b m itted to the secre­ 
ta ry o ft he in terio r his rep o rt for the fiscal 
year ended Ju n e 3 0 ,1 8 8 8 . The figures show ­ 
ing the am o u n t of lunds covered by new 
entries during the year and th e gross cash re­ 
ceipts have already been m ade public. The 
rep o rt show-s: 
During th e y e ar 8.605,194 acres of land 
h as lx*en conveyed from the governm ent, 
either by p a te n t o r by certification under 
specific g ran ts. 
A detailed ta b u la r s ta te ­ 
m ent show s the num lier of p aten ts of each 
class issued, by sta te s ami territories from 
which it ap p ears th a t 47.150 p a te n ts have 
lieen issued during the year. D akota received 
the largest num ber, 15,684, and K ansas 
next, 8.744. T his statem en t docs not in­ 
clude m ineral p a ten ts, of which 1,034 were 
issued. 
L ands were p atented o r certified to 
railro ad com panies to the a m o u n t of 829,- 
162 acres In the sta te s of A rkansas, Iowa, 
W isconsin and M innesota. Lnnds were certi­ 
fied by the several sta te s under the sw am p 
g ran t to the am ount of 96.515 acres, nnd 
undr r school selections, 99,205 acres. 
After 
show ing in a detail the conveyance of title to 
the public lands, the com m ission calls a tte n ­ 
tion to the accum ulation of work in his of­ 
fice, fihdisoosed of. Ju ly I there were* pend­ 
ing and un paten ted, 328,168 final entries 
and 350.953 original entries aw aiting final 
proof. The num ber of original ent ries m ade 
during the y e ar was 73,854 and the final 
p roof was m ade on 70,468. 
R ailroad selec­ 
tions ag g reg atin g 25,429,866 acres, sw am p 
selections to the am o u n t of 781,857 acres 
and educational and internal im provem ents 
selections ag g reg atin g 1,850,000 acres, were 
also pending. 
The statem ent of lauds re­ 
stored to the public dom ain during th is a d ­ 
m in istratio n is b rought down to th e close of 
th e fiscal year aud shows a to ta l of 84,158,- 
990 acres restored ami 95,020,538 acres

According to nil accounts he m ade his a p ­ 
pearance in New York th e la tte r p a rt o f April, 
1887, and opened the office of W H lug 
ham ft Co., a t No. 46 B roadw ay.

on the scene was soon followed by the ap- 
pearance of advertisem ents in sundry pro­ 
vincial papers, culling at tent iou to the im ­ 
mense profits to Is* gained by investing in 
W. H. Ingham A Co. s w*perulative syndi­ 
c a te.’ 
Tb* “ sy n d icate” whs briefly described 
tin a m utual pool, which was to nt»erate in 
stocks, bonds artd grain, under the direction 
o f W H Ittghntn ft Co 
At the end tif the 
first ttlortth ti printed statem ent was for- 
Warded to nil stockholders—for “ fitember#’’ 
as they were tw ined—show ing th a t the pro­ 
fits for the m onth ot May, 1*87. were 52 per 
cent. Of course ihese “ p rofits” were all pure­ 
ly im aginary, and such dividends as were 
paid were paid o u t of the m oney inv***U»d by 
the dupe*. 
On the 2 9th of Septem ber he 
m ailed a card to his victim s, 
announc­ 
ing th a t 
in 
consequence 
of 
memlx-rs 
solicitations he had met with heavy loss»*s. 
which had forced hint to “ suspend” with the 
loss of the entire syndicate inem le-rship‘s 
cap ital,.“ and all its business and offices are 
closed.”

The decree

It declares the co rp o ratio n of the 
church dissolved, says the vo lu n tary religious 
sect now in existence Jim* no rig h t to the cor­ 
p o ra te projierty, exrejit the Tem ple block 
buildings, which are ret aside to it.

A Safety Laster* for Bars*. 
The Ions of many valuable horses 
by the late fin** suggests that too 
much care cannot be taken around 
stables and barns to prevent similar 
disaster. Such danger has be n a 
sour"' of great anxiety for many 
years nt the Caton stock farm, and 
so of a study how to reduce the dan­ 
ger to a minimum. All of our stables 
are provided with outside 
doors, 
which can be opened from the outside. 
But the kerosene lamps, which had 
to lie used for an hour or two by all 
the men morning and evening during 
the long nights, caused me the great­ 
est anxiety. I .arri oil was tried as 
less dangerous, but 
iu very cold 
weather with the m ost 
improved 
make of lamp the oil would congeal 
and the light would go out. A year 
ago I furnished the farm with nine­ 
teen lanterns, made as follows: I took 
conduetors’ lamps.removed the lamps 
from the bottom , and in place of the 
oil receptacle inserted a 
tube 
of 
the proper height, length, size and 
finish for a roach candle, with a Ixjt- 
tom base four and one-half inches in 
diameter and filled with, say three 
pounds of sand. This coach candle 
gives as good aligh t as ever the 
kerosene did, and burns about twelve 
hours. This lantern is not easily up­ 
set, and if, by accident, it is broken, 
it does not scatter the fire every­ 
where, as kerosene, or even lard oil, 
would. 11 ie! ie ve this lantern affords 
a maximum of security from fire in 
our barns with no appreciable in­ 
crease of cost. Their use at the sta­ 
bles of public fairs would tend to 
quiet the fears of many owners of 
valuable animals there stabled, and 
it is worthy the consideration of the 
managers of such institutions wheth 
er it would not be wise to prohibit 
the use of any other lanterns and 
especially of kerosene iii their stables. 
I have taken out no patent on this 
invention, so all can use it and wel­ 
come.—John Dean Caton in Farmer’s 
Review.

A Safety la s te rs for Bars*. 
The loss of many valuable horses 
by the late fires suggests th at too 
much care cannot lie taken around 
stables nnd barns to prevent similar 
disaster. Such danger has lieen a 
source of great anxiety for many 
years a t the Caton stock farm, and 
so of a study how to reduce the dan­ 
ger to a minimum. All ofourstables 
are provided with outside doors, 
which can be opened from the outside. 
But the kerosene lamps, which had 
to lie used for an hour or two by all 
the men morning and evening during 
the long nights, caused me the great­ 
est anxiety. I«ir*l oil was tried as 
less dangerous, but 
in very cold 
weather with the most improved 
make of lamp the oil would congeal 
and the light would go out. A year 
ago I furnished the farm with nine­ 
teen lanterns, made as follows: I took 
conductors’ lamps.remove*I the lamps 
from the bottom, and in place of the 
oil receptacle inserted a tube of 
the proper height, length, size anil 
finish for a coach candle, w itll a lot- 
torn base four and one-half inches in 
diameter and filled with, say three 
pounds of sand. This coach candle 
gives as good a light as ever the 
kerosene did, and burns about twelve 
hours. This lantern is not easily up­ 
set, nnd if, by accident, it is broken, 
it does not scatter the fire every­ 
where, as kerosene, or even lard oil, 
would. I lielieve this lantern affords 
a maximum of security from fire in 
our barns with no appreciable in­ 
crease of cost. Their use at the sta­ 
bles of public fairs would tend to 
quiet the fears of many owners of 
valuable animals there stabled, and 
it is worthy the consideration of the 
managers of such institutions wheth 
er it would not be wise to prohibit 
the use of any other lanterns and 
especially of kerosene in their stables. 
I have taken out no patent on this 
invention, so all can use it and wel­ 
come.—John Dean Caton in Farmer's 
Review.

Is The Number President Oakes, cf the 
N- P-, Predicted Would be Em­ 
ployed at the Shops in 
Five Years. 
OnJTuesday afternoon word was re­ 
ceived that President Oakes, of the N. 
P., accompanied by Mr. Villard and 
party, would pass through Brainerd 
on No. 1, enroute for Winnipeg. 
As 
this would be Mr. Oakes first appear­ 
ance here since his advancement to 
the presidency of the road, it was re­ 
solved to tender him an ovation. 
Ac­ 
cordingly at nine o’clock, in spite of a 
drizzling rain, a large number of our 
citizens, headed by the mayor, and ac­ 
companied by the band, had assembled 
at the depot. 
As the train drew up to 
the depot the distinguished visitors 
were greeted by a selection by the 
band and shouts of welcome by the 
assembled crowd. 
Scarcely had the 
music ceased ere Mayor Hemstead 
stepped forward and in a neat and ap­ 
propriate speech welcomed Mr. Oakes 
to our city and congratulated him up- 
on his advancement to the presidency, 
to which Mr. Ookes responded, sub- 
stautirlly as follows: 
Citizens of Brainerd and Fellow- 
workers of the Northern Pacific mid: 
1 am pleased with this manifestation 
of regard ami friendship. 
I com­ 
menced my career as a railroad man in 
tlie humblest lines of employment, 
and have Iteen favored by promotions 
from time to time until i now have 
the presidency of one of the greatest 
and grandest railroads in the world. 
Five years ago HOD men were employed 
in the shops of the company in this 
city, but the affairs of the company 
were in such condition that we could 
not keep all these men at work ami 
jiav them. 
It pained me at heart to 
order the force to be reduced, but it 
could not la* avoided, and the number 
of shop employes was reduced ntore 
than half. 
It has been the jxtlicy of 
the eoiu]>any to pay its employes good 
wages and pay them promptly, and we 
will not employ men unless we can 
pay them. 
The business of the road 
has increased and the men arc now at 
work again in full force. 
But the 
road is even yet in its infancy, 
i have 
no doubt that within five years the 
gross earnings of the road will increase 
from less than fifteen million dollars 
annually now to 
more than forty 
million dollars, and that within five 
years fully 5,000 men will be employed 
in the company's shops here. 
W ith­ 
in five years the Northern Pacific will 
be the greatest road in the world, 
f 
wish to say, too, that the company 
feels grateful to its employes for their 
faithfulness to its interests. 
While 
strikes have taken place on nearly 
every road in the country the Northern 
Pacific has never had a sirike on its 
line, or even danger of a strike. 
We 
have sought to use our employes well, 
and j»ay them as much or more than 
they could get on other roads, and as­ 
sure them that we shall continue to 
do so as long as they remain faithful 
as itt the jsist. 
Mr. Oakes’ short speech was greeted 
with enthusiastic applause, and has 
elicited 
much 
favorable comment 
from our business men and citizens, 
who feel greatly encouraged.
